Hr,  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1940,  In  conformity  with  instructions  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  this  report  is  presented  in  an  abridged  form  in  the 
interests  of  economy  of  paper  and  labour.  However ,  complete 
records  are  preserved  in  the  Health  Department  as  in  pre-war  years. 

POPULATION:  From  the  figures  given  by  the  Registrar  General  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  population  of  the  area  at  mid-year  1940 
compared  with  mid-year  1939  show  a  reduction' of  1,180.  The  cause 
of  this  reduction  need  not  be  discussed  here. 

UNEMPLOYMENT  :The  number  of  unemployed  has  been  reduced  very 
considerably  (July  1941)  since  the  compilation  of  the  figure  for 

1940. 

BIRTHS:  Fourteen  (14)  more  births  were  registered  mid-year  1940  than 
in  1939,  the  birth  rate  being  12.16  per  1000  population 

DEATHS :  As  an  offset  to  the  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  births, 
twenty  eight  (28)  more  deaths  were  registered,  the  death  rate  being 
13,2  per  1000  population. 

The  average  age  at  death  (excluding  infants  under  1  year)  is 
62*1  yrsjt  will  be  seen  from  the  longevity  table  in  the  report  that 
220  deaths  occurrod ' at'  ages  of  65  and  over. 

INFECTIOUS .  DISEASES:  D_ip hthe r i,a ;  I  have  to  report  a  welcome 

reduction  in  the  number  of  oases  of  diphtheria  notified,  39  as 
against  57.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  local  practitioners  take  full 
advantage  of  the  free  supply  of  anti-diphtheria  serum  and  give 
effective  doses  of  the  serum  at  an  early  stage  in  the  disease. 

Immun is  at ion ;  The  scheme  was  revised 
and  prepared  for  January  1941  as  soon  as  the  schools  reopened.  It  is 
expected  that  when  the  scheme  is  completed  approximately  1200  school 
children,  whose  parents  have  accepted  the  offer  of  free  immunisation, 
will  be  protected  against  diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Fever;  There  is  also  a  reduction 
in  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  15  cases  notified  as  against  42  in  1939, 

Pneumonia: An  increase  from  25  cases 
notified  in  1939  to  34  cases  in  1940  may  be  explained  by  the 
unaccustomed  exposure  to  the  night  conditions  suffered  by  the  people. 
Eighteen  (18)  of  the  cases  occurred  in  persons  over  40  years  of  age. 


MILK: 

Tuberculosis ;  Eight  (8)  samples  taken  during 
the  year  were  found  to  contain  bacilli  tuberculosis.  This  figure 
represents  9,5$  of  the  total  samples  taken.  Two  cows  outside  this  area 
were  slaughtered  following  these  investigations. 

Survoly ;The  supply  of  milk  both  to  the  schools 
and  public  was  well  maintained  until  late  in  the  year  when  there  was 
a  slight  shortage. 
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War  Conditions:  The  food  and  milk  supplies  have  been 
maintained  at  a  satisfactory  level  during  the  year  and  I  have  no 

evidence  of  malnutrition  up  till  the  end  of  1940.  One  member  of 
the  inside  staff  and  four  outside  are  serving  in  H.M.  Forces  and 
two  outside  members  have  been  called  up  as  skilled  workers  for  war 
work.  Despite  the  frequent  interruptions  due  to  war  conditions  I 
am  glad  to  report  that  the  routine  work  of  the  Health  Department 
has  been  maintained  with  its  usual  thoroughness, 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  encouraging  ‘interest  and  help,  Mr.  Holden, 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  all  the  staff  for  their  unstinting 
work  and  great  loyalty  under  very  difficult  conditions.

by  the  Council,  are  garaged  at  the  Fire  Station,  York  Road.

(e)  Hospitals. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  the  hospital 
facilities  in  the  area,  cases  of  infectious  disease  being 
treated  at  the  Scaffold  Hill  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 
and  Wallsend  infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  I  am  the  Medical 
Superintendent  of  the  Earsdon  joint  Hospital  Board,  and  theso 
hospitals  are  visited  daily. 

SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1  -  Water.  Tho  whole  of  the  water  for  this  area  is 
obtained  from  the  mains  of  the  Tynemouth  Corporation.  During 
the  year  work  was  started  on  tho  laying  of  a  new  6,?  water  main 
to  increase  tho  pressure  of  the  supply  to  Seaton  Sluice 'and 
Old  Hartley,  which  in  previous  years  has  been  very  poor* 

Samples  have  been  taken  during  the  yoar  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  Tynemouth  and  the  Water  Company ?s  Engineer. 

I  am  kept  informed  as  to  the  results  of  these  tests,  and  in 
all  cases  the  water  has  been  found  to  be  bacteriologically  pure. 

The  supply  of  water  throughout  the  district  was 
at  all  times  sufficient  in  quantity  and  quality. 

There  are  at  present  five  standpipes  in  use  in 
Seaton  Sluice,  Old  Hartley  and  Hurt on  Village.  One  supplies 
eight  houses  on  Rocky  island,  one  is  situated  near  the  King!s 
Arms  Hotel,  two  supply  two  separate  houses  at  old  Hartley 
and  one  is  situated  in  Murton  Village.  It  is  hoped  to  have 
these  removed  on  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

There  is  one  well  in  use,  and  that  is  situated  on 
the  mainland  near  St.  MaryTs  island.  This  is  the  water  supply 
for  the  two  houses  on  the  island. 

ii  -  Drainage  and  Sewerage  -  Details  of  the  work 
carried  out  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Surveyor  to 
the  Council,  together  with  the  various  improvements  carried 

out . 

2  -  Rivers  and  Streams.  We  have  experienced  further 
trouble  with  the  presence  of  barium  in. the  Brier  Dene  Stream. 

The  matter  has  been  discussed  with  representatives  of  the 
Baokworth  Coal  Company,  with  a  view  to  some  improvement  being 
effected  in  the  effluent  from  their  barium  recovery  plant. 

The  whole  of  the  stream  appears  to  be  impregnated  with  chemicals 
which  are  in  the  first  place  pumped  up  from  the  colliery  word¬ 
ings  and  recovered  in  the  plant  installed  for  this  purpose. 
Negotiations  are  still  proceeding,  and  there  was  a  slight 
improvement  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Seaton  Burn  is  still  impregnated  with  coal  dust 
from  the  coal  washers  situated  in  the  adjoining  colliery  areas. 
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3  -  Closet  Accommodation,  There  are  now 
approximately  11,220  water  closets  in  the  district,  and 
about  9, 100  galvanised  ashbins .  The  slight  drop  iii  these 
figures  as  compared  with  those  for  1939  is  accounted  for  . 
by  the  amount  of  damaged  property, 

in  old  Hartley  there  is  one  privy  midden  and 
1  privy  pail,  privy  pails  are  also  in  use  at  the  Old 
Engine  House,  the  Water  Works  Cottage  and  Crowhall  Farm, 
in  the  Seaton  Sluice  area  there  are  seven  privy  pails  in 
use,  the  eighth  mentioned  in  my  last  report  having  been 
abolished  when  the  house  was  closed.  The  occupier  was 
re-housed  on  the  new  housing  estate. 

7*11  these  pails  have  been  disinfected  regularly 
with  carbolic  powder. 

It  is  hoped  that  when  hostilities  cease  all  these 
privies  will  be  either  converted  into  water  closets  or' 
abolished  altogether  with  the  demolition  of  the  houses.

for  the  renewal  of  his  licence  to  use  part  of  his  land  -as  a 
site  for  trailers  and  tents,  but  instructions  issued  by  the 
Home  office  to  the  effect  that  camping  grounds  could  not  bo 
established  near  the  coast,  made  this  impossible, 

8.  -  Smoke  /abatement  Laundry  and  o.ther  chimneys 
are  dealt  with  in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector's  Report, 

The  nuisance  caused  by  the  burning  pit  heaps 
has  been  considerably  reduced.  The  Colliery  Companies  have 
to  maintain  close  supervision  of  these  pit  heaps,  owing  to 
the  Lighting  Restrictions,  and  the  portions  which  are  fired 
are  regularly  covered  with  non-combustible  material.  Offensive 
fumes  are  still  emanating  from  the  pit  heaps  at  East  Holywell 
and  Sackworth  district. 

9  -  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  The  Council  are  the 
owners  of  the  small  bathing  pool  excavated  dm  ,  the  Table 
Rocks .  The  pool  is  cleansed  by  tidal  action. 

The  Bathing  Station  on  the  Northern  Promenade 
was  not  used  during  the  yoar.

Hospital  Treatment,  The  medical  practitioners 
make  full'  use  of  the  hospital  facilities  provided  by  the 
Earsdon  Joint  Hospital  Board,  and  the  cases  requiring 
hospital  treatment arc  removed  as  quickly  as  possible. 

General  Remarks.  Close  contact  is  maintained  by 
the  Health  department*  with  the  school  headmasters,  who 
are  notified  immediately  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
occurring  in  pupils.

The  duties  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  aro  many 
and  varied,  and  hie  status  is  being  recognised  by  all.  The 
range  of  his  activities  is  wide,  and  they  cover  a  large  number 
of  public  Health  and  Sanitary  services. 

Statistical  tables  in  connection  with  the 
various  services  will  be  found  under  their  appropriate  headings. 


THE  RUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 

The  financial  details  relating  to  this  Service 
are  made  up  to  the  51st  March,  1941  . 

Naturally  this  Service  is  one  of  the  most 
costly  to  a  local  authority,  and  it  is  therefore  essential 
that  the  official  in  charge  should  have  a  close  check  on  all 
financial  details. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


During  the  year  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse 
has  been  maintained,  serving  all  houses  in  the  area.  . ith  the 
exception  of  five  streets  in  Whitley  and  Monks eat on,  the  whole 
of  the  'di^st&i'ct  'including 'DldHEgtr/Lloy.  and  SJtuiaa;w&si  cleared 

twice  weekly. 


The  refuse  from  Seaton  Sluice  is  still  very 
heavy,  consisting  in  the  main  of  stones  and  shale.  The  refuse 
from  the  hotels,  cafes,  and  large  shops  who  find  it  difficult 
to  store  their  refuse,  was  removed  twice  and  three  times  per 
we  ek . 


The  staff  was  further  reduced  from  16  to  14 
men,  and  the  number  of  vehicles  in  use  has  been  reduced  to  4, 
one  Vulcan  vehicle  being  withdrawn  from  service  and  placed  in 
the  garage  for  use  in  case  of  emergency. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  collect  any 
refuse  from  the  cafes  and  hotels  on  Sundays. 
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WEEKLY  GRAPH  SHOWING  TOTAL  REFUSE  COLLECTED 
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GRAPH  SHOWING  MONTHLY  TONNAGE 5  AND  LOAD5  OF  DRY  REFU5E  COLLECTED  DURING  1940-1 
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The  timing  system  has  boon  kept  in  force,  and 
80^  of  the  refuse  has  been  weighed  over  the  weighbridge. 

A  perusal  of  the  graphs  will  give  some  idea 
of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  vehicle^, and  the  total  amount 
of  refuse  dealt  with  per  week  and  month. 

The  cost  of  collection  was  reduced  by  £366,  equal 
to  8*7d  per  ton. 

TRADE  REFUSE. 


The  amount  received  from  -tradesmen  for  the  removal 
of  shop  refuse  was  somewhat  lower  than  in  previous  years,  owing 
to  the  number  of  empty  premises  and  absence  of  summer  visitors. 

The  total  amount  received  from  this  source  was 

£168. 

MILITARY  BILLETS. 

This  Department  has  been  authorised  in  an  order 
from  the  Northern  Command  at  York,  to  act  as  contractors  for 
the  removal  of  all  privy  soil  and  refuse  from  billets  in 
Tynemouth,  Seaton  Valley  and  Whitley  and  Monkseaton.  The 
charge  agreed  upon  is  Id  per  head  per  week. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Director  of 
public  Cleansing,  Tynemouth  and  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
Seaton  Valley,  to  carry  out  the  work  in  their  areas. 

During  the  winter  months  it  was  found  necessary 
to  visit  all  billets  twice  per  week,  and  messrooms  three  to 
four  times.  Refuse  charges  are  however  not  allowed  during  the 
months  between  the  end  of  May  and  the  beginning  of  October, 
and  during  this  time  billets  were  visited  only  once  per  week. 

A  total  of  £183.  10.  3d  was  received  in  connection 
with  these  services. 


DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

Until  August  12th,  1940,  refuse  was  disposed  of 
at  the  Crove  Quarry  Tip,  after  which  date,  the  new  tip  at 
Holywell  Bank  Top,  Seaton  Delaval  was  opened* 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out,  and  every 
endeavour  is  made  to  deal  with  rodents  by  means  of  a  cyana- 
gas  pump.  A  number  of  officials  and  Councillors  from  adjoining 
areas,  including  Durham,  have  inspected  our  method  of  tipping, also 
our  caterpillar  tractor  with  self-loading  shovel  and  bulldozer. 

A  fire  was  caused  at  the  Old  Hartley  Tip  by 
children,  but  this  was  extinguished  by  the  Fire  Brigade,  and 
I  had  the  affected  part  sealed  with  a  sand  barrier. 

10,423  tons  of  refuse  were  disposed  of,  together 
with  465  tons  of  trade  refuse  brought  in  by  private  vans.

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UTILISATION  OF  REFUSE. 

An  intensive  drive  was  made  to  recover  all  suitable 
material  from  the  refuse,  and  two  extra  paper  baling  machines' 
were  put  into  service,  and  two  boys  employed  to  operate  these* 

Circulars  appealing  for  increased  efforts  in  the 
salvage  of  material,  were  distributed  to  householders,  and 
cinematograph  slides  were  exhibited  on  the  screens  of  local 
cinemas.  Also  a  special  nSalvage  Week"  was  inaugurated. 

During  the  month  of  July  our  salvage  reached  its 
peak,  and  a  total  of  ££46  was  received  from  the  sale  of  salvaged 
material.

GARAGE  FACILITIES  . 

A  large  number  of  repairs  and  alterations  to  the 
vehicles  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year,  the  alterations 
being  necessary  to  accommodate  trailers,  etc.  used  in  the 
collection  of  salvage. 

STREET  CLEANSING. 

Eor.. financial  purposes  the  costings  in  connection 
with  this  service  are  mado  up  to’ the  end  of  March,  1941,. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  system  carried 
out  although  I  found  it  necessary  to  re-organise  some  of  the 
district  and  to  increase  the  area  of  some  "beats". 

We  still  have  trouble  with  the  shop 
assistants  who  persist  in  sweeping  rubbish  from  their  shops  into 
the  street  channels,  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  send  warnings 
to  some  of  the  worst  offenders. 

The  main  shopping  centres  are  swept  three  and  four 
times  daily,  the  other  main  streets  once  a  day  and  the  suburban 
and  back  streets  two  and  three  times  a  week.  Seaton  Sluice 
and  Old  Hartley  are  both  swept  twice  a  week. 

Litter  receptacles  were  placed  on  the  lamp 
standards  in  some  of  the  busier  streets,  although  these  were 
rarely  filled  owing  to  the  absence  of  visitors. 

The  total  amount  of  street  sweepings  removed  was 
688  tons.  46  tons  of  refuse  were  removed  from  the  gullies.

The  cost  per  gully 
excluding  Loan  Charges  was  5*9d.  The  high  cost  rnay  be  partly 
attributed  to  the  presence  of  cement,  swept  into  the:  gullies  by 
tho  men  employed  on  the  construction  of  air  raid  shelters. 


We  still  have  a  great  deal  of  trouble  with  the 
iron  gullies,  which  are  most  difficult  to  clean, 

Channel  flushing  was  carried  out  on  several  occasions, 
although  there  was  not  the  same  demand  as  during  a  normal  summer 
when  there  are  large  numbers  of  visitors  in  the  town. 

323  gallons  of  disinfectant  solution  were  used. 


CLEANSING  OF  LINKS,  GARDENS  AMD  PROIiENADES . 

It  was  necessary  to  keep  one  sweeper  for  removing 
paper,  etc.  from  the  Links. and  sand  from  the  promenades. 

On  one  Bank  Holiday  we  had  a  large  number  of 
visitors,  and  after  their  visit  Zk  tons  of  debris  were  removed. 


CLEANSING  OF  THE  FORESHORE. 

Before  the  Defence  Regulations  came  into  force 
and  the  beach  was  closed  to  the  public,  refuse  was  removed  from 
tho  sands  daily  by  sweepers  and  dustmen  who  commenced  work  at 
5.15  each  morning.

The  personnel  of  the  Squads  has  suffered  consider¬ 
ably  by  the  loss  of  members  who  have  joined  His  Majesty1 s 
Forces , 


Although  the  personnel,  now  numbering  16  men, 
is  below  strength,  their  spirit  and  enthusiasm  make  up  for  tho 
deficiency  in  numbers,  and  I  am  proud  to  have  the  honour  to 
command  them.  The  men  have  shown  themselves  ready  on  every 
occasion,  to  render  assistance  to  their  fellow  citizens,  in 
spite  of  the  heavy  work  which  they  are  carrying  out  in  civil 
life.  During  the  two  serious  incidents  which  occurred  in  our 
town  they  assisted  in  the  removal  of  debris  and  glass,  and  it 
is  pleasing  to  report  that  a  number  of  shopkeepers  and  residents 
expressed  their  appreciation  of  their  efficiency  and  tact.

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FOOD.  INSPECTION.  ' 

This  work  covers  tho  supervision  and  inspection 
of  farms  and  dairies,  attention  being  paid  to  cleanliness  and 
tuberculosis  in  the  milk  supply.  Also  the  inspection  of  moat 
shops  and  diseases  of  animals. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Food  Livestock 
and  Slaughtering  Scheme  was  commenced,  under  which-. for 
slaughtering  purposes,  tho  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  and 
Whitley  and  Monks eat on  were  grouped  together,  the  slaughtering 
taking  place  at  our  Abattoir,  Hill  Heads, 

Much  time  and  energy  have  been  devoted,  .to  .the 
task  of  ensuring  that  residents  in  both  areas  receive  their 
food  supply  in  a  wholesome  condition  and  free  from  disease. 

It  was  found  necessary  for  a  number  of  alterations 
to  bo  carried  out  at  various  premises  selling  foodstuffs,  in 
order  to  comply  with  the'  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  is  a  decided 
improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  supplied  in  the ■ 
district. 

During  visits  made  to  the  various  producers  the 
opportunity  was  seized  to  impress  upon  them  the  need,  from 
the  public  health  point  of  view,  for  a  high  standard  of 
bacteriological  purity,  and  that  to  ensure  this  a  good  sanitary 
environment  is  essential.  During  the  year  circulars  have  been 
distributed,  dealing  with  the  production  of  clean  milk. 

A  largo  number  of  -visits  to  producers r  premises 
have  been  made,  many  on  Sundays  and  early  in  the  morning,  and 
samples  have  been  taken.

The  standard  of  cleanliness  adopted  for  milk  in 
the  area  is  that  specified  for  "Accredited"  milk. 

During  the  year  it  was  not  found  necessary  to 
cancel  any  retail  purveyor  * s • licence  or  serve  any  notice  under 
Section  22  of  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1938  for  a  retailor  to 
appear  before  the  Council. 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  milk  per  head 
of  the  resident  population  is  o«31  of  a  pint. 

The  registration  of  dairymen,  cowkeopers  and 
all  shops  selling  bottled-  milk  is  carried  out,  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Order,  1926.

From  a  perusal  of  the  following  table  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  number  of  samples  taken  is  less  than  in  previous 
years . 

The  chief  reason  for  this  is  the  reduction  in 
the  number  of  cavies  at  the  laboratory,  for  as  it  is  the  practice 
of  the  Department  to  have  all  samples  examined  for  tubercle 
bacilli,  it  was  thought  unnecessary  to  take  samples  which  could 
not  be  examined v for  the  bacilli.

SCHOOL  MILK. 


The  milk  is  supplied  by  two  dairymen  in  the  district, 
and  is  sampled  regularly  during  the  year. 

Samples  are  taken  as  soon  as  the  milk  has  been 
delivered  by  train  or  motor  vehicle,  and  also  after  it  has  been' 
bottled.  Strict  measures  are  taken  in  the  case  of  a  bad  sample. 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  milk  for  school 
children,  under  the  Milk  Acts,  is  arranged  by  the  County  Council. 
The  scheme  is  to  ensure,  by  arrangement  with  teachers  on  a 
voluntary  basis,  that  the  various  school  children  are  afforded 
facilities  for  obtaining  milk  in  l/3rd  pint  bottles  at  a  reduced 
price  of  -J-d  per  bottle. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS . 

During  the  year,  extensive  alterations  have  been 
carried  out  in  connection  with  the  Slaughter  Houses,  the  sum 
of  £l,3Q0  being  expended  to  accommodate  the  various  Departments 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  the  Local  Butchers*  Association.

Carcase  weighers  were  installed  and  4  humane 
killers  were  purchased,  the  whole  building  being  modernised 
and  made  capable  of  dealing  with  30*000  animals  a  year,- 

The  slaughter  houses  dealt  with  supplies  for 
Whitley  and  Monks eat on  and  North  Shields,  including  shipping e 
A  total  population  of  approximately  95,000*' 

During  the  year  26,385  animals  were  slaughtered 

and  inspected. 

This  has  entailed  much  work,  and  it  has  been 
necessary  to  spend  long  hours  at  the  slaughter  houses.  In  some 
cases  meat  inspection  has  proceeded  throughout  the  night. 

1,049  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughter  houses .  All  this  work 
was  carried  out  without  additional  help. 

Inspection  has  been  based  on  Memo  62  Foods,  and 
no  animals  or  organs  here  allowed. to-  leave  the  slaughter  houses 
until  post  mortem  examinations  ..had.  been  -carried  out'; 

/HI  garbage  and  manure  was  removed  by  the  Council 
for  the  slaughtering  contractors,  and  this  was  sold  to  market 
gardeners  at  4/-d  per  ton. 

Several  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of 
Food  inspected  the  slaughter  houses,  and  all  expressed  their 
admiration  of  the  way  in  which  the  work  was  being  carried  out, 
and  the  facilities  which  had  been  provided.

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Whitley  Social 
Club  were  interviewed,  but  admitted  that  the  cost  involved  could 
not  be  met.  The  sanitary  accommodation  was  found  to  be  in 
^  good  order.  The  Club  is  now  closed. 
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With  reference  to  the  club  in  Victoria  Terrace, 
the  sanitary  conveniences  were  found  to  be  clean  and  in  good 
working  order,  and  the  provision  of  a  hot  water  supply  is 
being  considered. 

No  further  progress  was  made  during  the  year 
in  connection  with  the  provision  of  hot  water  to  drainers  in 
licenced  houses. 

5  premises  have  yet  to  be  surveyed  for  this 
purpose,  although  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  large  scale 
improvements  will  be  undertaken  until  after  the  war, 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS . 

Under  Sections  268  and  269  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  provision  is  made  for  the  licencing  of  sites  or 
dwellings  of  this  nature,  subject  to  special  conditions.  It 
is  illegal  and  an  offence  against  the  Act  to  occupy  such 
sites  or  dwellings  unless  the  necessary  licence  is  held. 

The  moveable  bunglaow  situated  at  Murton  Village 
is  to  be  closed.  The  owner  is  taking  possession  of  a  Council 
house,  and  he  has  given  a  written  undertaking  that  the  bungalow 
will  be  either  moved  or  demolished. 

There  is  only  one  bungalow  situated  on  ChessonTs 
land  in  Earsdon  Road,  and  this  is  showing  signs  of  wear,  although 
repairs  are  carried  out  fairly  regularly.  When  one  remembers 
that  in  1928  there  were  about  250  tents,  vans  and  similar 
structures,  and  I  understand  that  in  1924  there  were  600,  it  is 
rather  remarkable  that  this  is  the  only  remaining  bungalow. 

The  occupier  of  Red  House  Farm  made  application 
for  a  licence  to  use  part  of  his  land  as  a  site  for  trailers 
and  tents,  and  this  he  was  informed  would  be  granted,  after 
alterations  to  the  washing  facilities  and  cesspool  had  been 
made.  An  Order  was  then  issued  that  no  camping  sites  could 
be  established  near  the  coast,  and  the  six  trailers  which  had 
been  stored  on  the  Red  House  Farm  Estate  during  the  winter 
had  to  be  moved  out  of  the  area.  These  trailers  had  been 
used  occasionally  at  the  week-ends.
